The foregoing conjectures, so far as they ro- 
late to candidates, are based mainly upon the 
opinions of men of different localities whose 
judgments and sagacity are worthy of considera- 
tion; while the conclusions regarding results are 
founded on the inexorable figures of the last 
election, and the causes which overthrew a party 
that considered itself invincible. Again, the 
Republican leaders dare not squarely sustein the 
Reform State Administration in its efforts to 
force the railroads into obedience, lest by so do- 
ing they should insure its popularity, and tura 
over their rank and file tothe support of the 
Reform party. The unavoidable result of a hos- 
tile attitude toward the Administration in its ef- 
forts to protect the people will inevitably ac- 
complish the very thing they seck to .avoid, and 
in either event the Republican party must suffer 
a more ignominious defeat at the next election 
in this State than it did last fall.

Sim: The cobble-stones on State street are a 
perpetual outrage upon all animals, whether 
mau or beast. I wonder that the horses which 
have to travel that reverberating thoroughfare 
have not long ago oried out against the hard- 
ness of their lot, and petitioned the Council to 
compel the South Side Railway Company to lay 
down some softer pavement. I to passengers 
the clash of iron and stone is deafening and dis- 
agreeable, how much more of a punishment 
must it be to the poor horses which are com- 


pelled to strike their ironed hoofs so many: 


thousand times daily against the hardest of 
stone,. jarring their limbs, shattering . their 
systems, and compelling them to break 
down long before their natural limit. If the vi- 


bration and jar of the strongest irom bridge or 


other structure will in time disintegrate and de- 
stroy it, how much mors fatal the constant jar 
and shock te which the State street horses are 
exposed. They are quickly and surely beating 
their lives away. Imagine the effect ona hu- 
man being, the soles of whose foet were bastina- 
doed a thousand times a day by blows’ from a 
steel or stone hammer. Nor is it economy, to 
say nothing ef mercy and humanity to animals. 
for the Railroad Company to retain such pave- 
ment. The cost of reshoing, and loss in horses, 
would more than outweigh the expense of soft- 
er aud more even pavement.

WILL CHICAGO f£0LERATE THE NUISANCE? 

Te the Editor of The Chicage Tribune 

Sm: If mau's inbumanity to mam makes 
countiess thousands mourn,” his reckless and in- 
human disposition of the lifeless forms of ani- 
Mals of the cauine tribe should cause the citizens 
of Chicago also to weep aud possess grave fears 
for the sanitary condition of their city. In this 
age of invention and improvement, we hear a 
great deal about the advisability of cremation of 
the human body after death, but it strikes me 
very forcibly that a not inconsiderable share of 
the discussion allotted to that subject might be 
advantageously applied te the disposai of the 
lifeless remains of those animals whose careers 
may have been eut short by the well-directed 
bullet of the policeman’s pistol, or who may have 
incautiously partaken of the poisonous bait laid 
by the cunning band of the same officer. 

“Surely it would be preposterous for any to 
evince an anxiety for the health and well-being 
of our citizens, if a certain portion of the com- 
munity be permitted with impunity to 
maim and crush every ganitary law, 
and _ jeopardize our very lives. Not 
unfrequentiy do we observe some terrible 
nuisance intercepting our thoroughfares, and 
contaminating the surrounding atmosphere. 


That which has elicited from me those few 


words of remonstrance was the heart-sickening 
spectacle of a lifeless dog which, from the dis- 
agreeable odor which emanated from it (en- 
banced by the sun’s scorehing rays), would sug- 
gest its having been in that ition for a on- 
siderable number of hours. deed, it was not 
until its removal was deemed a matter of imme- 
diate necessity, that this ‘Obnoxious sight was 
hurried from the gaze of those who had too long 
beheldit. A spectacle such as this, occurring 
on a crowded street on the South Side for two 
successive and very warm days, is certainly not 
one te be desired. I trust you will denounce

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Board of Health held their regular week- 
ly meeting yesterday afternoon. Thejweekly ro- 
port of the Sanitary Superintendent showed the 
total number of deaths for the week ending 
May 30 to be 125, an increase of 18 over the 
week previous, anda decrease of 14 from the 
corresponding week of last year. Of the 125 
deaths, 54 were infants aud 16 were between 30 
and 40 years of age. There were 15 more deaths 
among males than females, and 37 more single 
persons died than married. Convulsions carried 
away 20, consumption 9, and accidents 8, while 
but 2 died from smail-pox. 

The Sanitary Committee then made their re- 
port in regard to the scavenger business, — 
their Chairman, Dr. Ben Miller. n 
making the report Dr. Miller un- 

intentionally omitted some red-tape in 
not referrmg to the Committee on Ordinances. 
Mr. Moore thereby became very indignant, and 
moved that the report be not accepted, not be- 


cause the subject-matter was not as he wished, 


but because some minor committee had been 
slighted. While the Chairman was explaining 
to Mr. Moore that he was mistaken, Dr. Miller 
ameuded the report so that it met that gentle- 
man's approval and was passed. The Sanitary 
Committee advised that the hours for scaven- 
gers’ operations be not changed until they had 
thoroughly tested some new disenfectants, 
which was concurred in bythe Board. After 
some further discussion, the Board adjourned.

PROF. SWING. 

Saturday's New York Graphic, in an editorial 
on Prof. Swing, says: 

Prof. Swing is a sensitive man, of delicate and re- 
fined nature, with the tastes and instincts of a scholar, 
and an overmastering desire to do his work asa min- 
ister in peace, He is unwilling that the haif-dosen 
best years of his life should be turned under the so1 
by the plow of theological discussion, and still more 
to be the oceasion of coutention ead bitierness among 
brethren he respects and a body whose picties he 
loves, however be may differ from its doctrinal stand- 
ards and interpretations, 

There 1» no doubt of the ability, the carnesiness, 
and the honesty of Dr, Patton. He presented his case 
with a force that was acknowledged even by hid oppo- 
nents, There is hardly a quesiicn ihet he was techni- 
cally right; that he had the logic of the case; that the 
tenor, the tendency, and the spirtt of Prof. Swing“ 
teaching does not accord with the igtter and temper oi 
the Confession of Faith; that thirly years azo he 
would have been convicted of holding un-iTusbyterian 
sentiments by almost any tribunal in the world to 
which his case might have been referred. No one can 
read Prof, Swing « sermons without feeiing that, how- 
ever they nmy be technically squared with the old 
Confession, and however ingemiously particular ex- 
pressions in them may be expiaiaed, they Belong to an 
entirely different theclogical and religious formation, 
aud represent an entirely diflerent phase of religious 
thought and feeling. 

Prof. Swing represents the freedom that is so popu- 
lar in our time and couutry. The spirit of the age 
ripples through his diecourves and is feit in all be says 
aud does. He is a champion of individuality, of - 
ress, of the readaptation ef theology to modern ideas 
and needs. He means improvement. He looks 
toward the Newness. He is perhaps as conscientious 
in his belief acs his opponent, but Be has come to his 
present position by such slow steps and unconscious 
processes that, like the child who bas grown he knows 
not when or how, be hardly realizes the change be has 
undergone, He represents the popular sentiment of 
our day. The current sets toward liberty with a 
spring-tide ferce, It threatens to sweep everything 
before it, Sympathize with it as we doin moat of its 
demands and asseverations, it is still a dest ion 
whether it dves not need the checks and balances the 
opposite t affords.

An exciting scene occurred in the French As- 
sembly yesterday.

The Bona- 
partist party in France has suddenly 
leapt from insiguificance into prominence.

° MORTON AND HIS TROUBLES. 

The Republicans in Indiana have got their 
legs tangled in the same way as their brethren 
in Illinois by reason of the votes of their, Sen- 
ators and Representatives on the inflation bill, 
and the President’s veto thereof. Accordingly, 
we are not surprised to hear that the friends of 
Morton and Pratt are diligently canvassing the 
State to secure the election of delegates to the 
Republican Convention who will indorse the 
course pursued by those Senators, and thus in- 
ferentially condemn the veto. Nor is it unlikely 


that they will succeed in the attempt. Their 


prospects are decidedly more flattering than 
those of Logan and Oglesby in Illinois. It may 
be safely assumed that the Republicans of Indi- 
ana are with Morton on this question, and that 
they will go, in their Convention, as far as he 
shall himself advise. It is by no means certain 
that the Republicans of Illinois agree with Logan 
and Oglesby, or that, if they do agree with them, 
they can be induced to say so in plain English. 
It is much more likely that they will ignore the 
issue entirely, or adopt some equivocal resolu- 
tion which will earn them the contempt of all 
men who are either earnestly in favor of infla- 
tion or earnestly opposed to it. | 

But Mr. Morton’s policy contemplates some- 
thing more than an indorsement of himself by 
the Indiana Convention, It is plain that he has 
not abandoned the idea of carrying “the West 
and South,” and also the State of Pennsylvania, 
in the next National Republican Convention 
carrying them on the issue of currency inflation, 
—or “expansion,”—as his friends prefer to call 
it. Indeed, it is hinted that he and they are 
prepared to pull down the whole Repub- 
lican temple unless they can have their 
way. The St. Louis Democrat has inti- 
mated that such a calamity might happen 
if the contractionists (as those who sustain the 
President’s veto are styled) should carry the 
Illinois Convention of the 17th of June. Of 
course this is mere gasconade, but it serves to 
show into what desperate straits Morton and his 
allies have been flung by the veto of their bill 
for a moderate increase of the currency.” 


WISCONSIN RAILWAYS. 

Efforts are making to arrest the progress of 
the cases involving the constitutionality of the 
Wisconsin railway legislation in the State courts, 
and to transfer them to the United States Dis- 
trict Court for the Western District of Wiscon- 
sin. The creditors of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railway, represented by William F. Riek, 
Moses Taylor, Henry R. Pierson, The Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company, andthe Union Trust 
Company, have notified the Attorney-General 
andthe Railway Commissioners appointed by 
the Governor that they will apply, on June 4, to 
Judge Drummond, at the City of Madison, for 
an injunction restraining them from proceed- 
ing to the enforcement of the act of the 
Legislature of March 11, 1874. The injunction, 
if granted, will transfer the decision of the con- 
stitutionality of the Wisconsin law to the Zu- 
preme Court of the United States. The grounds 
on which relief is demanded by the creditors are 
the same as those on which the railway compa- 
nies themselves claimed the law to be unconsti- 
tutional, viz.: that if it be enforced the Com- 
pany will not derive from all its sources of reve- 
nue 8 sufficient sum of money to pay the operat- 
ing expenses of said railway, and to pay the inter- 
est. on its bonds and maintain the road and its 
equipments in a proper state of efficiency,” etc.

THE LEVEES OF THE MISSISSIPPI. 

The subject of the late inundation of the 
Lower Mississippi was discussed at the last 
mecting of the Chicago Academy of Sciences. 
It was admitted that no system of levees that 
could be constructed along the main channel of 
the river could ever be made to confine the 
waters within its banks. This was also the 
unanimous opinion of a large number of steam- 
boat captains recently mterrogated in St. Louis. 
Allagree that more room must be allowed for 
the “mighty waters” gathered from some 
twenty States and Territories to find 
their way to the Gulf of Mexico. 
This can be done by learing the 
sloughs aod bayous that branch off from the 
main stream every score of miles open, and, as 
faras may be, connecting them with some 
larget conduit near the bluffs, and running par- 
allel or nearly so to the main stream. Of course, 
it would also be necessary to level all these 
where there is a sufficient amount of land to be 
reclaimed to warrant the expense. By adopting 
this plan, a great increase in the length of the 
levees would be required, but the total amount 
of labor would not be increased in a correspond- 
ing ratio. The levees would not need to be so 
high, and there would be far less danger of their 
being undermined by the current. Nature 


plan to follow. It is the one she has adopted to 
relieve the great river itself during all seasons 
of floods, and only by working in accordance 
with those plans can man hope to render his own 
labors effectual. ) 

It is stated that the recent overflow which has 
caused such terrible suffering and loss of prop- 
erty came from long-continued rains along the 
Lower Mississippi, and from the Ohio, the Cum- 
berland, and the Tennessee. What, then, it may 
be asked, would have been the distress had the 
Mississippi and the Missouri added their vast 
floods to the general inundation? Nearly the 
whole country adjacent to the river between 
Cairo and the Gulf would have been 
doomed to destruction. But as nobody is 
required to live upon these threatened lands any 
more than upon the sides of Vesuvius, it may be 
urged with much force that the people who tako 
the riek, in consideration of the large crops they 
obtain in ordinary seasons, should repair the 
levees themselves. If a man who can obtain good 
upland at a shilling an acre, or even for nothing, 
upon which he can grow the cotton-plant knee- 
high without risk, still prefers to invest his capi- 
tal on the bottom where he can grow the cotton- 


plant higher than his head three years in suc- 


cession and be drowned out the fourth, there is 
no law to inhibit his choice, nor should there be 
any to compel more prudent ones to share his 
risk. For these reasons, while we strenuously 
urge the employment of all means, even those of 
the Government,to relieve the desiitution caused 
by the flood, we are not prepared to indorse the 
L ption by Congress of the task of building 
or rebuilding the levees of the Mississippi. The 
Government should not be made responsible for 
the temerity of citizens, whether their losses are 
incurred in growing cotton on swamp lands or 
building railways through Northern Dakota. 


STATE AND LOCAL TAXATION, 

Every .intelligent man who observes the 
progress of political events knows that new 
parties are in process of formation. But the 
observer is nota man of sense if he fancies 
that he can already enumerate the tenets or 
objects of the new party of the future, or desig- 
nate its leaders. Ofsome things we may be 
reasonably confident. Questions of material 
interest, of finance, taxation, transportation, 

and public expenditures, ‘will largely occupy the 

attention for some years to come. But no one 
can yet sayin what form these questions or 

(either of them will be so presented as to pro- 

duce that sharp division of public opinion out of 
which new parties arise. , 

Of all the questions which seem likely to enter 
into future political combinations probably that 
of local taxation has been most frequently over- 
looked or ignored. It is acurious proof that, 
even in our habitual thoughts the Government is 
tending steadily toward centralization, we 
are not apt to speak of reform in local taxation 
as one of those which the party of the future 
must zealously seek. We think of the questions 
which are debated at Washington as likely to have 
more or less influence upon the shaping of 
parties, but not often, we imagine, do we realize 
how much departure from sound principles and 
neglect to effect genuine reforms in local taxa- 
tion and administration have contributed to 
bring about that generd@l dissatisfaction with old 
parties which is the very starting-point of new 
movements. Not often, either, do we consider 
-with what tremendous force a well-devised sys- 
tem of reform in the methods of assessment 
and collection of taxes by States, counties, cities, 
and townships, would appeal to the most en- 
lightened opinion as well as to the strong self- 
interest ‘of taxpayers in every part of the 
country. 

In a vague way the fact is recognized that in 
many States, and particularly at the West and 
South, the tax which the people feel most keen- 
ly is levied and collected not by a Government 
far away at Washington, but by one at our very 
doors. Sometimes, the general complaint is 


herself has marked out this as the only esfe | 
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| sents rather the pot-house and cross-road wire- 
pullers than the cultivated intelligence of the 
State. In Pennsylvania, a system altogether 
unique was devised years ago, and is yet upon 
trial, but has been considerably modified in con- 
sequence of decisions of the courts, rendered 
from time to time since its adoption, affecting 
the status of different forms of property and 
their liability to taxation. In several other 
States, Commissions have investigated the sub- 
ject, but generally without much re- 
sult. 

In fact, keenly as millions of individuals feel 
the burdens of local taxation, the subject has 
never yet been so generally discussed that the 
people realize its importance, or know what they 
want to do about it. Yet even the imperfect 
statistics on this point obtained for the census 
of 1870 shows that over $68,000,000 were col- 
lected for State taxes, nearly $75,000,000 for 
county taxes, and nearly $135,000,000 for town, 
city, or other municipal taxes, making an ag- 
gregate of over 6280, 000, 000 thus col- 
lected. Even in 1866, when the internal 
revenue reached its highest point, and the taxes 
of the Federal Government reached almost every 
trade, occupation, business, product, corporation, 
firm, or person, the amount collected by the 
United States was little greater than the sum 
shown by the census to have been collected by 
State and local Governments in 1870, yet it is 
woll known that the census returns in this re- 
spect fall far short of the truth; 
that there are special taxes of many 
kinds, for local improvements, for streets, roads, 
bridges, or schools, which do not appear in re- 
turns of regular municipal taxes. and largely 
swell the actual burden. And yet it is not the 
magnitude of this burden, but its exceedingly 
unwise distribution, which inflicts the gravest 
injury. It is heavy enough in the aggregate to 
bear ‘with fatal effect upon home industries, and 
occupations or employments of capital, if un- 
wisely placed, and in some localities, where its 
magnitude is greatly disproportioned to the value 
of property taxed, the effect of this burden, thus 
unwisely placed, is almost equivalent to whole- 
sale confiscation. Even when it is but moderate- 
ly heavy it has a most powerful, though by many 
unsuspected, influence to drive away capital and 


migration; and to exaggerate that ever-baneful 
tendency of our population to scatter over wide 
areas of territory, thus forfeiting all those econo- 
mies in civil and industrial life, and that educa- 
tional and social progress which produce and 
characterize the more advanced civilization. 
Thus this subject has become one of the 
deepest interest, not merely to the political phi- 
losopher, but to every taxpayer, every laborer, 
or producer or capitalist. Long ago, it would 


and political organizations but for the fact that 
no student had yet suggested any line of reform 
in any degree applicable to many localities. 
Each individual taxpayer felt that there was 
something wrong, but not one realized the mag- 
nitude of the evil, and very few imagined that 
their even their neighbors shared their feelings 
respecting it. 

It is not enough to say, as bas been truly said 
in many States already, that real estate, and 
especially farming property, bears an altogether 


goes much deeper; the taxes levied for State 
and local purposes, as a general rule, are in no 
respect proportioned to the ability of persons to 
pay, but are levied in utter disregard of that con- 
dition. Norisit enough to poiné out, however 
clearly, the existing evils, Whoever comes for- 
ward with well-matured plans for practical re- 
lief will not only go far to shape the action of the 

party of the future, but will be long remem- 
bered as a benefactor to the country.

CHORPENNING. 

The pheonix is in America. But, despite our 
boasts, it is not embodied in rebuilt Chicago. It 
is the Chorpenning claim. That eternal fraud, 
exposed and rejected so many times, is again 
thrust upon public attention. Chorpenning, ex- 
contractor and present lobbyist, has prevailed 
upon the Judiciary Committee of the House to 
report in quasi favor of his job. The Chairman, 
Gen. Butler, fulfilled the congenial task. The 
Committee, apparently lost in wonder over the 
kindness of Mr. Chorpenning, says, in its report: 
„They [Chorpenning and counsel] professed 
entire willingness to abandon any part of the 
claim which might appear to be tainted with 
fraud.” Thisis sonoble intheclaimant. When- 
ever he is caught trying to steal, he will 
actually stop trying—so far as that particular 
place is concerued. Even this scanty promise. 
however, will not be kept. The whole claim has 
been proven fraudulent. When Postmaster- 
General Creswell was detected in the act of pay- 
ing it, and was only kept from doing so bya hur- 
ried Congressional resolution -condemning the 
steal, the Cabinet culprit pleaded that he was 
obliged to pay by the words of the law under 
which he acted, but did not pretend that the 
claim was in itself anything but a fraud. Mr. 
Dawes, who had not then been subjugated by 


| Butler, exposed the job in one of his best 


speeches. It bristled with figures and facts, and 
was conclusive, Noman has answered it; no 
man can ans wer it. 

The Judiciary Committee has reported a bill 
giving Chorpenning recourse to the Court of 
Claims, requiring his case to be heard within 
three mouths, and allowing an appeal by either 
party to the Supreme Court. If this could make 
it impossible for the busy Chorpenning to ever 
bring his claim before Congress again, and if 
we had a competent Attorney-General to defend 
the Treasury from the legal attack of this inde- 
fatigable lobbyist, the proposed measure would 
not be a bad one. The Judiciary Committee is 
perfectly right when it says: ‘‘The ascertain- 
ment of the details of the amount [alleged to be 
due Chorpenning] and its adjustment by a com- 
mittee of Congress, or by Congress itself, is 
wholly impracticable, not to say impossible.” 
This whole claim business ought to be taken 
out of the hands of Congress. It is judicial, not 
legislative, business. The transfer of all of it 
to the courts would save a vast deal of jobbery 
and corruption at Washington.

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THE CATHOLIC CHURCH IN AMERICA. 

The relation of the Catholic Church to the 
new German Empire is a subject of great popu- 
lar interest, as well as of Governmental concern, 
in that country. It would seem that the Reich- 
stag has been looking beyond the Atlantic to 
see how the Church operates here, and how our 
Government gets along with Catholicism, and 
how Catholics and Protestants live nder our 
Constitution. Friedrich Kapp, a gentleman who 
lived some time in this country, has been giving 
the German Parliament the benefit of his ob- 
servations in the United States. He said: 
In the United States, Catholiciem is a 
solid, well-organized army, admirably com- 
manded by able officers, while Protestantiem 
is broken into fragments, and can be compared 
only to a host of volunteers which would be de- 
pleted at any time if attacked. It depends en- 
tirely on the Catholic Church, which is in full 
possession of political power, when the struggle 
between the Government and Protestantism 
shall begin.” 

The Prussian Government is unfortunate in 
its choice of counsel; for, as the Staats- Zeitung 
of yesterday remarks, commenting on the fore- 
going: 
country with two or three fixed ideas, one of them 
that, sooner or later, the Catholic Church would 
engage in a terrible struggle with our Govern- 
ment for supremacy. The Catholic Church is not 
in the ascendancy in this country in any respect 
whatever, nor in any State of the Union. There 
never was a Congress nora State Legislature in 
which Catholics were ever represented except by 
a small minority. Kapp's assertion is, there- 
fore, entirely baseless.” It is not to be 
wondered at, however, that he made it. The 
German Parliament wanted such information as 
would confirm it in its policy towards the Catho- 
lic Chureh; and it obtained what it wanted. 
Had Kapp expressed any other views, they would 
not have beea welcome to those he was address- 
ing. 

The Anzeiger des Westens of St. Louis 
agrees with the Siaats-Zeitung of this city, that 
the Catholic Church’s policy in this country 
ia likely to be in the future only what it is at 
present. Should the Catholic Church begin a 
conflict with Protestantiam other than that 
which, from its very nature, it must wage 
against it, it would be the loser. The conflict 
would be one not of Catholics against professed 
Protestants, but of Catholics against non-Cath- 
olics, who are vastly in the majority, and 
who, if neither organized nor disciplined 
in anything else, would be organized 
and 8 disciplined for the purpose of 
opposing the aggressions of Catholics on the 
rights of Protestants or others, if such aggres- 
sion were attempted. We have no fears that 
any such aggression will be made. If the Ger- 
man Empire would learn from us how to solve 
the questions of its relations to religion, it will 
let the Catholic Church and all other Churches 
take care of themselves. Solong as the mem- 
bers of any denomination do unto others as they 
would have others do unto them, an enlightened 
Government will leave them alone. When they 
forget this golden rule, it is time enough to call 
them to order. 


The policy of Democrats of Illinois, fore- 
shadowed by the Springfield Register, is reaf- 
firmed in the Rock Island Argus and the Aledo 
Banner.

HE WANTED NO TEMPERANCE-CRUSADERS 

Dr. H. A. Nelson and Dr. H. Johnson were in 
favor of Dr. Aikman’s resolution, and strongly 
insisted that woman ehould be allowed to both 
pray and speak in the social prayer-meeting. 

Among the conspicuous men who voted for 
Aikman’s resolution were Dre.

MINISTERIAL RELIEF. 

Dr. Robert Dickson, Chairman of the Stand- 
ing Committee on Ministerial Relief, presented 
his report on that subject. The sum of $79,374 
was received during the last year from various 
sources, and was expended as follows: To min- 
isters' widows and children, $70,077; to the 
Trustees of the General Assembly for the 
permanent fund, $3,196; and the balance for 
incidental expenses. The whole number of 
beneficiaries was 408 ; of these, 171 were minis- 
ters, 213 widows of ministers; and 24 orphan 
families. The permanent fund is now $114,535. 
The Commitiee asked for $110,000 for next 
year’s use. ‘

Three Little Children Killed by Their 
Insane Mother. os 
e 


The Father Seriously Injured---His Life 
Despaired Of, 


— 


New Tonk. June 2.—Soon after the family of 
Michael Devine, of No. 33 North Eighth street, 
Brooklyn, consisting of himself, wife, and three 
children, aged 7, 4, and 2 years, arose this morn- 
ing, the wife stepped behind her husband and 
struck him on the heag with a cooper’s adze. 
He wrested the weapon from her, and ran to the 
station-house to have his wounds dressed. 
Officers were sent to secure the woman, and, on 
arriving at the residence, found the children 
lying on the floor, dead, their heads beaten to a 
jelly with a flat-iron. The woman being asked 
why she had killed the children answered that 

SHE WAS GOING TO HEAVEN, 
and wanted them to go before. The father’s 
wounds are thought to be fatal. 

Michael Dwyer, the husband of the murderess, 
is a cooper, who has been on a strike with his 
Union for the past six or seven weeks. The de- 
privations this necessitated in the family were 
the cause of numerous contentions between 
husband and wife, and it is believed that in the 
end it resulted in overturning her mind. The 
woman was in a lunatic asylum about a year ago, 
but When she was released it was thought she 
was completely cured.

Maggie 
was a good girl; she told me many times she 
wal to go to heaven. Once asked her 
whether she would feel bad if I should drown 
her in the river.

He 
went to the house of a Mr. Donaldson, who was 
supposed to have $7,000 stowed snugly away in 
an iron safe. Mr. Donaldson was considered 
somewhat eccentric so far as the safety of his 
funds was concerned, having at one time in his 
life lost quite an amount by the suspension of a 
bank, He thereafter resolved never again to put 
his trust in banks, and so bought him an iron 
safe, in which he. kept his valuables. When 
— reached the house he found no one there 
but - Milton Donaldson and a negress employ- 
ed. as a servant, Mr. Donaldson having gone down 
into the *‘ bottoms” to look after some catile. 
Fearing, perhaps, that they might thwart 
his burglarious intentions by giving the alarm, 
he took an ax and split Mrs. Donaldson’s skull 
open in two or three different places, felling her 
to tae floor, and killing her instantly. The ne- 
gress attempted to make her escape, when he 
cut two great gashes in her head, and left her 
lvieg onthe ground for dead. The murderer 
having, as he thought, put every living soul 
upon the place to death, he commenced attempt- 
ing to open the safe, and was hard at work at 
that very difficult performance when the ne- 
gress having partially recovered, gave the 
alarm. Two neighbors, having heard ber crics 
ran over to the house, but the marderer an 
robber confronted them with a doule-barre led 
shot-gun, and told them to halt, or he would 
blow out their brains. Not being armed, they 
called for assistance, end ‘soon quite a namber 
of citizens had gathered about the houss with 
guns. Seeing that he must either be liilied or 
captured, Murphy threw down his weapon and 
took to the woods as fast as it was possible 
for his lege to carry him. Tue news 
of the horrible deed spread rapidly ; men con- 
tinued to pour into the neighborhood until there 
was a great army of them searching through the 
woods after Murphy.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Strike of Brakemen ou the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Bioomrneton, III., June 2.—An order reducing 
the pay of the brakemen on the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad to $40 and $45 per month has caused a 
general strike of all the freight brakemen on 
that road. The strike began last evening, and 
bids fair to be very serious, if not entirely to ob- 
struct the road for some time. The brakemen, 
200 in number, have formed an organization to 
resist the reduction, and have passed resolutions 
which define their position. They will accept 
nothing less than $50 per month, which, they 
claim, is not more than the average of other 
roads. They deciare they will commit no act of 
violence to the Company or its property, and will 
abstain from intoxication during the strike. 

Last night Supt. 4 managed to get the 
freights out unmolested, with condnctors acting 
as brakemen. This morning a train starting out 
north was boarded, and the brakemen induced 
to leave it, and it had to be side-tracked. The 
police force was then doubled, and Sheriff Hous- 
cheidt’s aid with a posse was called for. About 
twenty officers have remained on guard at the 
depot, and bave accompanied trains to the first 
station out of town, returning by special trains. 

Ten brakemen who got tickets and got on a 
freight train to go out on the Jacksonville 
Branch to meet incoming trains were made to 
leave the train three miles from the city, their 
going being hastened by the presentation of re- 
volvers. So far no act of violence greater than 
uncoupling trains has occurred. Supt. McMul- 
lin arrived this afternoon. It is not thought 
that passenger travel will be embarrassed. - 


ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 

Freight business on the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road was partially suspended yesterday. A 
number of the freight-train brakemen struck 
for — wages yesterday morning, and conse- 
quently only about half the usual freight-trains 
of that road arrived in this city. Supt. McMul- 
lin, who received a dispatch "yen tend morning 
informing him of the state of affairs, was com- 
pletely taken by surprise, having had no previ- 
ous information of any dissatisfaction among 
bis men. He left the city for Bloom- 
ington, where the strike originated, 
in a special train to look into the matter. He 
took a number of freight-brakemen with him, 
and itis bis intention to discharge every man 
who had anything to do with the strike. The 
Chicago & Alton Railroadis paying to their 
brakemen $50 a month, which is $10 more than 


mos other roads. 

When Supt. McMnijlin reached Bloom- 
ington,. he found matters more serious 
than he expected. About 7 o'clock 
last evening he telegraphed to the office 
of the Company, asking that Detective 
Denny Simmons be seat with twenty police- 
men to be ready to quell any disturbance that 
might arise. Asthe Superintendent of Police 
lives at Lake View, it is extremely difficult to 
get any information to him quickly, and so it 
was thought likely that the men would not be 
sent down till this morning, although no direct 
information had been received at police head- 
quarters at alate hour.

Miscellaneous Business Transacted 

: Vesterday. 

The following abstract of Judge Drummond's 
opinion in the case of The City v. Brewster, de- 
livered yesterday morning, will be found inter- 
esting as defining the acts of the Legislature of 
1847, 1851, and 1859 in regard to vacating plats 
of town lots. The case was tried about a week 
ago, but no formal decision rendered owing to 
the absenee of counsel : 

The action, he remarked, was brought to re- 
cover a strip of land south of Erie street, and 
claimed to be part of Sedgwick street, having 
once been dedicated to public use, thus vesting 
the title in the city. It was claimed that noth- 
ing had occurred to divest the title of the city, 
and therefore it, as Trustee, could recover pos- 
session for the benefit of the public. 

The dedication was made in 1858, by Higgins 
— this strip 20 feet by about 110 feet, and 

ere was no doubt the title to the street became 
vested in the city. The main controversy in the 
case was about the vacation of the plat in May, 
May, 1859, by Higgins and others who 
had bought lots from him, by which it was 
claimed that, under the law of 1847, the title to 
that part of the street in question became re- 
vested in the proprietors, and thereby ceased to 
be a public street. That act ided that when 
persons laid out towns, itions to towns, or 
subdivisions of town lots, and when the plats or 
maps had been recorded, that they or their repre- 
sentatives, before making sale of lots,—or, if sale 
had been made, by the grantees joining,—might, 
in writing, vacate the or map, and have such 
vacation recorded, — thus divest the public 
rights before acquired. 

‘he question, therefore, was whether this oper- 
ated in the 2 case. Higgins and all the 
parties to whom he sold joined in the act of va- 
cation, and it must be heid that the law took ef- 
fect and that the dedication was vacated. The 
only objection made was that this could not be 
done in consequence of the acts of 1851 and 1859 
which prescribed a icular manner for vaca- 
tions. The act of 1859 was passed before Hig- 
gins completed bis act of vacating, and the 
question was whether the acts 1861 and 1859 
repealed the law of 1847. The Judge decided 
that they did not, but that they might all stand 
together. The act of 1847 provided for vacating 
by the proprietors without the aid of the cor- 
poration, while the acts.of 1851 and 1859 both 
provided for vacating streets by the corporate 
authorities. Had evidence been adduced to 
show that the public had used the street between 
1847 and 1851, some doubt might arise, but no 
yer eared testimony on that point was intro- 


The question then was resolved into the com- 
petency of the Legislature to give power to pro- 
ietors to revoke their gifts when there had 
no use of the streets. On that point there 
could be no doubt. The Legislature gave the 
2 to dedicate; it could also give the power 
revoke. {t could not be said to be a sound 
legal principle that, because the right had become 
once vested in the public, or in the corporation 
for the use of the public, it should, therefore, 
remain there asa permanent right undivested, 
without the consent of the city or of the corpora-
